WASHINGTON, April 15 (UP) 
—Millions more children were 
eligible today for inoculations of 


Salk anti-polio vaccine under a 
decision to switch from a three- 
shot to a two-shot program. But 
shipments of the vaccine to 
mass inoculation centers seemed 
to be lagging. Health officials 
were doubtful about how many 
children could receive protec- 
tion before the polio “season” 
starts June 1. , 

The Federal Government, act- 
ing under orders from President 
Eisenhower, has called a confer- 
ence of medical, health and 
drug officials for April 22 to 
try to work out plans for fair, 
speedy distribution of the vac- 
cine. 

Some communities had planned 
to start free mass inoculation 
of first and second graders to- 
day, but officials were postpon- 
ing the target date in some 
areas because they had received 


no definite word on when phar- 
maceutical houses would ship | 
the vaccine. “| 

The National Foundation for 


the change from a three-shot to 
a two-shot free program late 
yesterday. Almost immediately, 
state health officials fell into 
line and began preparing for a 
two-shot program, 

The change’ was recommended 
by Dr. Jonas E. Salk, the man 
who developed the vaccine. He 
said it would be better to give 
two shots, followed by a “boost- 
er” about seven months later, 
rather than three evenly-spaced 
inoculations. 


Under the new fgyo-shot sys- 
tem, the foundatiof¥ turned into 
commercial channels enough 
vaccine to inoculate 4,500,000 
more children. It had already 
ordered enough vaccine to take 
care of 9,000,000 youngsters. 

Dr. Hart E. Van Riper, the 
foundation’s medical director, 
had estimated there would be 
enough vaccine to inoculate 30,- 
000,000 Americans by June l. 
Following yesterday’s action, he 
called on vatcine producers to 
say how much they could pro- 
duce by July 1.

It was agreed by the physi- 
cians, however, that they might 
adjust charges in keeping with 
the economie situation of pa- 
tients and the amount of charity 
work done by the doctors them- 
selves. Dr. Caldwell K. Hamil- 
ton, president of the society, said 
the $5 fee was in line with 
charges for other inoculations, 
as for smallpox: and diphtheria. 

The society also expressed re- 
gret over “the hysteria on the 
part of some mothers” in con- 
nection with the polio inocula- 
tion program. Fees of up to 
$100 have been reported offered 
to pediatricians by some parents 
in return for preferential treat- 
ment for their children. 

It’s Last Shot That Counts. 


It was pointed out at the 
meeting that the vaccine does 
not achieve its full effectiveness 
until the third, or booster, shot, 
is administered and that little is 
to be gained by an immediate 
rush to get the initial inocula- 
tions. ' 

Doctors also were strongly ad- 
vised against giving the inocu- 
lations to children ill with child- 
hood diseases, or running a 
temperature from other causes. 


The society also agreed to fol- 
low the recommendations of Dr. 
Jonas E. Salk, who developed 
the vaccine; in timing of the 
inoculations: First shot followed 
in about a month by the second, 
and the third from seven to 12 
months later. 

In connection with the possi- 
bility of a child being ill, the 
society urged mothers to warn 
doctors if there is any evidence 
of sickness on the part of the 
child. They pointed out that 
nurses and doctors—with the 
great rush of inoculations to

AEC TO CONDUCT 
URANIUM HUNT IN 


MACOUPIN COUNTY 


The Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion will send a geologist to 


Macoupin county, IIl., to deter- 
mine whether there is a sub- 
stantial quantity of uranium in 
that area of better grade than 
samples recently found, State 
Representative William Lyons of 


Gillespie said yesterday. 

Lyons said that an AEC as- 
say of uranium shale taken 
from abandoned coal mines at 
Chesterfield and Medora, [IIl., 
showed that they contained less 
uranium than is considered com- 
mercially valuable. He said the 
samples contained .007 and .008 
per cent uranium, while .10 per 
cent is regarded as the mini- 
mum for commercial production. 

Lyons, who brought the shale 
to Washington after Gov. Wil- 
liam Stratton arranged an ap- 
pointment fof him with the 
AEC, said that Jesse C. John- 
son, AEC director of materials, 
agreed to send a geologist to 
the area on an exploratory mis- 
sion. 

A quick assay was sought by 
Governor Stratton, Lyons and 
others to prevent excessive spec- 
ulation in Macoupin county, 
where a Vandalia petroleum en- 
gineer reported discovering 
uranium ore. ?

KANSAS CITY, Mo., April 15 


(AP)—An Army private, who ad-| 


mitted writing a threatening let- 
ter to President Eisenhower, was 
sentenced yesterday to serve 90 
days in jail and was fined $250. 

Pvt. Chester Stalin, 39\ years 
old, Bayonne, N.J., pleaded guil- 
ty last March 18. In his/letter 
to the President, Staljn Yad ob- 
jected to a court-m 1 sen- 
tence imposed.on two American 
soldiers in Germany, neither of 
whom he knew, and threatened 
to “do away” with the President 
unless the verdict was reconsid- 
ered. Stalin had been stationed 
at Ft. Leonard Wood, Mo. 

United States District Judge 
Charles E. Whittaker said it ap- 
peared the soldier, whose true 
name is Lipinski, had adopted 
the name of Stalin “through an 
admiration of the former pre- 
mier of Russia.”” The judge com- 
mented .that Stalin had denied 
membership in the Communist 
party.

DEPT. OF JUSTICE 
DOWNGRADES ITS 
PAID WITNESSES 


WASHINGTON, April 15 (AP) 
—The Department of Justice 
said ‘today it has stopped clas- 
sifying its former Communist 
witnesses as regular ‘“consult- 
ants.” 

In the main, they now rate 
simply as “witnesses” on a call 
basis which, for many, means a 
Substantial reduction in pay. 

The rate for a _ consultant 
ranges up to $25 a day during 
periods when his services are 
required. A government witness 
normally gets only $4 a day, plus 
expenses, while being used. How- 
ever, a witness who qualifies 
for expert testimony, as former

Justice officials said the 
principal purpose of the reclas- 
sification is to remove some 87 
former Communists from a status 
which closely approached regular 
government employment.

WITNESSES TELL

WASHINGTON, April 15 — 
A’ Senate Investigations sub- 
committee heard from four dif- 
ferent witnesses yesterday about 
many letters, cablegrams and 
telephone calls between Robert 
H. Pinner, project engineer on a 
foreign-aid grain elevator job in 
Pakistan, and Alfred E. Poul- 
sen in California. Poulsen is vice 
president of the Agricultural 
Construction Co., with which the 
Foreign Operations Administra- 
tion decided to negotiate the 
contract. 

Pinner also met with the com- 
pany’s board of directors last 
September and broke the news 
that their company would get 
the contract. 

“The name Pinner became 
more or less a by-word around 
the office,” testified James W. 
Bryan, a Los Angeles engineer 
who helped redesign the ele- 
vators to fit revised specifica- 
tions. 

It also was brought out that 
the company had as yet received 
no word that the FOA’s “letter 
of intent” to negotiate the con- 
tract had been withdrawn. FOA 
Director Harold E. Stassen tes- 
tified April 6 that he had re- 
versed the decision and that all 
bids would be rejected, specifi- 
cations revised and new bids 
sought. 

Poulsen, just arrived by plane 
from California, seemed at a loss 
to explain Pinner’s helpfulness. 
“If he did me a favor, I have 
no way of knowing why to this 
very day,” Poulsen said, “There 
never was anything between me 
and Pinner—no gratuity, com- 
mission or payoff or whatever 
you want to call it—and there 


he often said the first thing that 
came into his head. 


Asked why company employes 
had disclaimed all knowledge of 
Pinner when questioned by sub- 
committee investigators, Polsen 
said: “Loyalty méans a lot, you 
know.”

Walter Read to a Senate Judi- 
ciary subcommittee investigating 
the ouster of Corsi a ‘confiden- 
tial letter he had written’ to 
Secretary of State John Foster 
Dulles* March 14 in which he 
demanded Corsi’s dismissal. 

Corsi, a New York state Re- 
publican and former political 
ally. of Dulles, was fired by 
Dulles last week from his post 
as immigration adviser in the 
State Department. 


4,Walter is chairman of the im- 
migration subcommittee in the 
House. He was invited to ap- 
pear to give his views on the 
aadministration of the 1953 Ref- 
ugee Relief Act. Walter quickly 
shifted the subject to the po- 
litically explosive controversy 
over Corsi’s dismissal. 

Letter Questions ‘Fitness.’ 

In his letter to Dulles Walter 
qoestioned Corsi’s “fitness’’ for 
the post to which he had been 
appointed. He charged _ that 
Corsi should not be entrusted 
with the job because of the “dis- 
dain and contempt” he had dis- 
played for the immigration laws. 

He said Corsi, in. writing 
“propaganda pamphlets” on im- 
migration, had shown he was 
“addicted to avoiding telling the 
truth when a lie would serve 
propaganda purposes.” 

Walter also charged that Corsi 
had in effect called legislators 
“Nazis and candidates for the 
insane asylum” in drafting immi- 
gration laws. Walter is one of 


the sponsors of the McCarran- | 


Walter Immigration Law, the 
nation’s basic immigration law. 

Turning to the 1953 Refugee 
Relief Act, Walter described it 
as a “phony” which had been 


rammed through by the Republi- | 


cans without giving a chance for 
the Democrats to consider it. 

Walter said his House sub- 
committee has drafted a series 
of amendments to the law in an 
attempt to assist the flow of 
refugees to this country. 

Appearance Speeded Up. 

Walter was heard after a 
switch in the Senate subcommit- 
tee’s plans to hear Corsi this 
afternoon. Walter notified the 
committee that he was leaving 
the country Sunday, and would 
like to testify today. 

Senator Thomas C. Hennings 
Jr. (Dem.), Missouri, said he saw 
no advantage in hearing Walter 
but would not object to his ap- 
pearance if the Congressman 
was enjoined from discussing 
anything having to do with Cor- 
si’s alleged former associations.

WASHINGTON, April 15— 
Scott McLeod assured Senators 
today the controversial refugee 
relief program he administers in 
the State Department would 
prove a success by the time it is

This is true, McLeod told a 
Senate Judiciary subcommittee, 
despite the fact that at the pro- 
gram’s half-way mark only about 
3% per cent of authorized refu- 
gee visas have been issued and 
only about 25 per cent of the 
number authorized for relatives 
of persons in the United States. 

McLeod likened the period 
just passed to the “tooling up” 
time in a factory and said the 
productica line should be oper- 
ating more effectively from now 
on. 

During the ‘tooling-up” period, 
it was brought out by Senator 
Thomas C. Hennings Jr. (Dem.), 
Missouri, a subcommittee mem-

He added that the Navy ac- 
cepted 40,000 launchers each, 
under the same 1953 contract, 
from the Radiant Manufactur- 
ing Co. of Chicago and the Cin- 
cinnati Industrial Finishing Co. 

After the Navy’s tests, Hebert 
said in an interview, the Cen- 
tury Co. obtained a negotiated 
contract from the Air Force in 
October 1954 for 100,000 similar 
launchers at $36.62 apiece al- 
though, he added, “the Navy 
kept a million miles away from 
Century.” 

In competitive bidding, the 
Navy awarded the Radiant Co. 
an order for 50,000 launchers at 
$23.96 each. Century was an 
unsuccessful bidder. 

“We want to. know all the de- | 
tails surrounding the negotiation 
of the Air Force contract with 
Century,” Hebert said. “We! 
want to know how Century got 
the contract ahd why the launch- 
ers cost more than those made 
for the Navy.”

ENOS AIRES, April 15 
(AP)—The teaching of Roman) 
Catholic religion and morals in 
Argentina’s public schools has 
been orde suspended by the 
Peron Government. 


A statement by the Ministry 
of Education yesterday said the 
classes are being discontinued 
“for administrative reasons.” 
The ruling was described as tem- 
porary but there was no indica- 
tion how long it would apply. 


The action was the latest in 
President Peron’s campaign 
since last November to whittle 
down the influence of Catholi- 
cism in education. The church’s 
traditional right to appoint 
teachers of religious education 
already has been canceled ‘and 
priests serving in the schools 
have been discharged. 

State Religion. 

The Catholic faith is the state 
religion of Argentina and Peron 
himself re-established classes in 
it in the public schools in 1947 
after a lapse of 60 years. Con- 
gress would have to repeal the 
1947 law to abolish religious edu- 


The Ministry of Education said 
yesterday’s order was in accord- 
ance with its decree of last Dec. 
16 that religious education was 
not a subject to be taken into 
account in promotion of pupils. 
The new ruling applies to schools 
“directly or indirectly” under 
the miinstry, the announcement 
said, It directed officials to 
take steps to comply and “re- 
solve the situation of teachers 
affected.” | 

The government also has in- 
dicated it intends to withdraw 
its annual 87,000,000 pesos ($6,- 
300,000) subsidy to private 


church schools. They number 
almost 1000 and have a total 
enrollment of 240,000. 

Criticism Is Stepped Up. 


The pro-Peron press has 
stepped up its criticism of Cath- 
olic prelates in Argentina and 
the Catholic Church in general 
in recent weeks. The newspaper 
Democracia published a dispatch 
yesterday credited to its Paris 
correspondent asserting the 
Vatican is a world financial 
power second only to the United 
States Government. 

(The United Press said edi- 
torials advocating an end to the 
status of the Catholic Church as 
the “official” church of Argen- 
tina. were published yesterday 
by La Prensa, Critica and La 
Epoca. La Prensa, the former 
independent newspaper taken 
over by the government in 
1951 and now the publication of 
the government-sponsored Gen- 
eral Labor Confederation, urged 
a national plebiscite to decide 
the issue.)

MADRAS, India, April 15 
(AP)—The Roman Catholic arch- 
bishop of Nagpur. has appealed 
to the Madhya Pradesh state 
govérnment for protection 
against attacks on Christians, 
the newspaper Hindu reports.

cent, of all state revenues for 


public school aid, instead of the}

It is estimated that the higher 
allotment will give the schools 
$102,186,329 in state aid in the 
1955-57 biennium, beginning 
July 1, an increase of more than 
$9,000,000 over what the schools 
will receive in the present two- 
year period. 


The additional aid, amounting | 


to about $4,500,000 a year, is 
far short of the additional reve- 
nue needed to finance the new 
school “foundation” program, as 
proposed under the Hawkins 
bill. That proposal, passed by 
the Senate and pending in the 
House, would boost state school 
allotments $22,000,000 annually. 
Sales Tax Rise Bill. 


Another pending bill, which 
is expected to be acted on by 
the Senate next week, proposes 
an increase in the state sales 
tax from 2 to 3 cents on the 
dollar, to provide the additional 
revenue needed to finance the 
new school aid program in full. 


The cent sales tax increase 
would bring in about $45,000,000

Yale Professor, Fired .by 


~°US., Files Brief -in 
Supreme Court. 


* WASHINGTON, April 15 (UP) 
~ Yale professor John P. Peters 
asked the Supreme Court yester- 
day to rule that a federal em- 
loye must be allowed to face 
Bis accusers before he can be 
smissed cn loyalty grounds. 


, Peters, senior professor of 
medicine at the university, was 
fired by the United States Pub- 
lic Health Service in 1952 after 
a Government loyalty board 
found “reasonable doubt” as to 
his loyalty. 

His arguments were con- 
tained in a brief filed with the 
court. The court will hear ar- 
guments in his case next week 
and a written decision will fol- 
low later. 

Peters has denied under oath 
that he was a Communi He 
has said he answered all ques- 
tions about participation in oth- 
er organizations. He asserted 
that his discharge violated the 
free speech rights guaranteed 
in the First Amendment to the 
Constitution. 

“The. Attorney «General,” he 
said in his brief, “appears to 
think that the elaborate inqui- 
sition called the loyalty and se- 
curity program with its hier- 
archy of trials and appellate 
tribunals, with its army of in- 
formers, with its periodic ah- 
nouncement of new totals of vic- 
tims, is an incident of ordinary 
personnel management and 
therefore beyond the protection 
of the Constitution.” 

Peters attacked the Justice 
Department’s contention that 
public identification of secret in- 
formers would be harmful to the 
nation’s security program. 

“It is an exceptional case 
where an undercover agent must 
he exposed in a loyalty hearing,” 
he said. “Actuaily, it is the un- 
limited right to — gossip 
which is involved here rather 
than protection of important 


Strauss Minimizes Effects 


Of Nevada Atom Test Fallout 


Says It ‘Barely Added’ to Natural Radiation 
Always Present — Hits ‘Reckless’ 
Predictions of Hazards. 


ae 
WASHINGTON, April 15 (UP) 
~—Chairman Lewis L. Strauss 
of the Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion said today that radioactive 
fallout from Nevada atomic tests 
has “barely added” to the nat- 
ural radiation that is present 
everywhere all the time. 


’ Attacking “reckless and alarm- 

ing” predictions on the possible 
results of the weapons tests in 
Meveds and the Pacific, Strauss 
said: | 


1. “Medical and biological 
advisers of the Atomic Energy 
Commission are of the belief 
‘that the possibility of serious 
genetic effect from the small 
amount of radiation produced 
by the testing program is re- 
mote.” 

2. “We find no data to sug- 
gest our weapons testing pro- 
gram has influenced weather 
conditions.” ; 

3. “Generally speaking, the 
exposure experienced by the 
American people from the cur-_ 
rent Nevada tests has. been 
less than the radiation: they 


normally receive every few 


days from natural sourcés.” 

Testifying before the Joint 
Congressional Atomic Energy 
Committee, Strauss said the se- 
curity of the nation and of the 
free world “is dependent upon 
the nuclear tests” in Nevada 
and the Pacific. The tests, he 
said, provide vital data avail- 
able nowhere else for civil de- 
fense planning. 

No Atomic Monopoly. 

“Soviet Russia possesses atom- 
ic weapons; there is no monopo- 
ly for the free world. Therefore 
we have no alternative but to 
maintain our scientific and 
technological progress and keep 
our strength at peak level. The 
consequences of any other 
course would imperil our liber- 
ty, even our existence,” he said. 


report on the danger of fallout 
concerned only the 1953 H-bomb 
test at Bikini. The report told 
how deadly effects of the par- 
ticles covered an area of about 
7000 square miles, H-bombs are 
not tested in Nevada, or any- 
where else in the United States, 
Strauss stressed. 


“So far as we are aware, no 


civilian has ever been injured” 


as a result of A-bomb tests in 
Nevada, Strauss said. He said 40 
of the “smaller atomic devices” 
have been tested in Nevada 


tsince 1951. 


Strauss did. say four members 
of the armed services had suf- 
fered eye injuries from heat and 
light in 1951-52 tests. Three of 


these were minor. The fourth 
suffered serious injuries because 
of “‘negligent disregard of safety 
instructions,” he said. } 

Strauss said it would take 
“several thousands” of the small- 
est of the weapons tested in 
Nevada to equal the energy out- 
put and effect of the Bikini H- 
bomb described by the commis- 
sion in February. 


_ *Cosmic’ Showers for Years. 


He said above-normal radia- 
tion levels sometimes occur 
without atomic ‘tests during 
periods of ‘“cosmic’ showers 
when the earth receives more 
than the usual barrage of cosmic 
rays. Those showers, Strauss 
said, “have been otcurring for 
years without any known dan- 
ger to the human racé.” 

Strauss said rigorous safe- 
guards are taken to guard 
against fallout fro : the Nevada 
tests. He said the commission 
has been sponsoring research on 
} possible genetic effects of radia- 
tion “for several years.” 

In discussing ‘the genetic ef- 
fects of radiation, however, 
Strauss said “conclusive data” 
are not available to back up an 
“uncontrovertible forecast” of 
possible effects. He said the 


commission will ‘co its re- 
search and commented hat the 
National Academy ) of iences 


had recently announced {t will | 
make an exhaustive study. 
Strauss said he did not “ex- 
clude the possibility of a future 
international undertaking” to 
study radiation effects. But he 
said the AEC believes the acad- 
emy we Be be more prompt.

WASHIN GTON, April 15. 


FTER YEARS of effort by the Western powers to persuade 

Soviet Russia to conclude a peace treaty with Austria, the 

Russians have in their own time and in their own way signed 
a pact with Austrian Chancellor Raab which Raab has hailed as 
meaning the end of occupation of his country. 

- This step raises an immediate question as to Soviet motives. 
In one futile meeting after another the Russians refused to go 
along with the Western powers on an accord which would mean 
the removal of occupation troops. Yet now in Moscow they have 
concluded just such an agreement. ° 


In the State Department and 
among diplomats here there is a 
widespread belief that the Aus- 
trian agreement represents the 
first move in a determined ef- 
fort by Moscow to prevent the 
actual rearming of Germany un- 
der the Paris agreement. That 
agreement, ratified by France 
and West Germany as a substi- 
tute for the European Defense 
Community, calls for the crea- 
tion of 12 West German divi- 
sions. These divisions would be 
part of the coalition army of 
the North Atlantic Treaty Or- 
ganization. 

Terms of Agreement. 

The Austrian accord signed 
in Moscow provides that the 
Austrian government shall stay 
out of all alliances of whatever 
kind. There can thus be no 
American bases on Austrian soil 
and presumably the Austrian 
military establishment wil] be no 
more than enough to insure in- 
ternal order. 

‘The Soviets, it is believed, 
will now make a strenuous 
propaganda effort to convince 
the West Germans that this 
neutrality is a model which they 
can profitably follow, That 
effort cannot be entirely dis- 
counted since recent reports 
have indicated a great reluc- 
tance to rearm in fear that this 
will launch Germany on the old 
road to militarism and make 
West Germany the battleground 
for a nuclear war. 

Moreover, in his determined 
effort to beat down his political 
opposition on the left and get 
the Western European accords 
ratified, Chancellor 
held out the hope for a confer- 
ence after ratification which 
might make it unnecessary to 
create a fighting force of 12 di- 
visions. In France a similar in- 
timation came from Premier 
Faure.

‘which will in all probability be 


ratified by France, Britain and 
the United States makes a Big 
Four meeting at the foreign 
ministers level far more likely. 
Secretary of State John Foster 
Dulles is far from eager for 
such a conference. Only re- 
cently Moscow accused him of 
not wanting to meet at all. 

But repeatedly both President 
Eisenhower and Dulles have 
said that Russia’s willingness to 
conclude an Austrian peace 
would be an indication of Soviet 
willingness to take further steps 
to ease the tensions of the cold 
war and would thus open 


the -way to a big power meet- 


ing.. Just two years ago speak- 
ing to the American Society of 
Newspaper Editors the Presi- 
dent held out an Austrian peace 
treaty as a pre-condition to dis- 


cussion of the larger issues di-| 
| that would destroy all civiliza- 


viding East and West. 


Adenauer'|: 


May 6 or 7 just prior to the 
meeting of the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization Council. At 
that meeting West Germany will 
be formally incorporated into 
NATO, according to present 
plans, and Chancellor Adenauer 
and Premier Faure will sit down 
together at the council table. 


The Secretary of State and his 
advisers believe this will be the 
most important meeting of 
NATO, politically speaking, 
since it was formed in 1949. 
They see it as an advertisement 
to the world of the final success 
of the effort to bring the an- 
cient enemies, France and Ger- 
many, together in an alliance. 
But a major preoccupation of 
that session will now be to reach 
a Moscow agreement on the tim- 
ing and the approach to a con- 
ference with Russia. 


Test of Intentions. 


Dulles is likely to find the 
French and the Germans anx- 
ious for such a meeting at the 
earliest opportunity. So long 
as Moscow propaganda can hold 
out generous promises, the more 
likely is the growth of neutral- 
ism seeking to avoid a choice 
in the East-West struggle. But 
a showdown around the confer- 
ence table would make it clear 
how far the Soviets are willing 
to go with respect to their iron 
grip on East Germany. This 
grip is, of course, directly re- 
lated to their hold over Poland 
and the other satellites. 


For the moment the note be- 
ing sounded here is one of cau- 
tion. The State Department 
found the Soviet attitude 
couraging and hopes that it may 
lead to the early conclusion of a 
state treaty for Austria.” 


This caution reflects an un- 
derlying skepticism of Soviet 
motives. But Russian action on 
Austria c also be taken as a 
proof of e success of the 
Western allies in pushing for a 
firm alliance in spite of all the 
threats from Moscow. Action 
has come on the Austrian treaty 
less than a month after ratifica- 
tion of the western European 
accords by France and Ger- 
many. , 

Now if the Soviet Union really 
intends to move further toward 
an easing of East-West tensions, 
particularly with respect to Ger- 
many, Dulles will have to be 
prepared for some realistic bar- 
gaining. That raises his long 
standing fear of those in the 
ultra - nationalist, 
wing of his own party who are 
opposed to any compromise set- 
tlement with the Communists. 
On the other hand, President 
Eisenhower has several times 
said that such a settlement is 
the only alternative to a war

A MERICAN-BRITISH co-operation on foreign policy isn’t going 


unless Eden deals exclusively with President Eisenhower. 
Inside fact is that Eden and Secretary of State John Foster Dulles 
just don’t get along. Eden considers Dulles a bumbler. Dulles, in 
turn, has referred to Eden in private as an appeaser.' 


Immediately after. taking of- 
fice, Britain’s new Prime Min- 
ister showed his complete lack 
of confidence in the Dulles for- 
eign policy by sending a cable 
to the British Ambassador in 
Moscow asking the Kremlin’s 
help in trying to prevent war in 
the Far East. 

Eden instructed the ambassa- 
dor to call on Foreign Minister 
Molotov and urge that Russia 
lay a restraining hand on the 
Red Chinese and keep them 
from precipitating war. Eden 
‘added that he was sure the Rus- 
sians didn’t want war. In turn, 
Eden promised to use his in- 
fluence to calm Washington. 

On at least three occasions, 
Dulles and Eden have clashed 
on:foreign policy. — 

One was prior to the Geneva 
conference last year when Vice 
President Nixon talked about 
sending the United States Army 
into Indochina, and when Adm. 
Radford tried to persuade Prime 
Minister Churchill to co-operate 
with us in sending airplane 
carriers to help beleaguered 
Dien Bien Phu. Dulles thought 
he had an agreement with Eden 
on a joint, get-tough policy, only 
to find Eden supported neutral- 
ist Premier Nehru of India in- 
stead. 

Other differences took place 
at the Geneva conference where 
Eden, not Dulles, played the 
major role in bringing about-a 
@mpromise Indochinese peace. 

Eden and Dulles also differed 


regarding French co-operation 
in the European Defense Com- 
munity. In the end, Eden's 
views prevailed. 

It is more than likely, there- 
fore, that Prime Minister Eden 
will insist on dealing with Presi- 
dent Eisenhower and let Secre- 
tary Dulles walk on the opposite 
side of the street.

. The Kremlin Moves 


Vienna has great news from Moscow. Sum- 
marizing it, Chancellor Julius Raab tells his 
people by long distance message from the So- 
viet capital: 


Austria will be free, and we will receive 
back our native soil in its entirety. Our war 
prisoners will be free again. 

This is the essence of the agreement between 
the Kremlin and the Austrian leaders and diplo- 
mats, and while the test will come in how it 
works out, the fact remains that the Soviets 
have executed a change in position of 180 de- 
grees. After having blocked Austrian ambitions 
to freedom for a decade, they have now joined 
the Western powers in public support. 

Only people who have been divided and held 
in check so long.can appreciate what this means. 


But important as this is for-the Austrians, it 


_.can have a far greater significance for the 
world. For here, so it appears, is potentially 


the earnest of good intent that the United 
States has been asking of the Russians before 
considering ‘a conference of the big powers. 

Whether Washington likes it or not, the Krem- 
lin has now taken the initiative in Europe. Mos- 
cow now puts it up to the West to follow suit. 
The major conference that Senator George of 
Georgia has proposed and the Stevenson ad- 
dress last Monday night supported is made the 
more necessary by this move by the Russians. 
A settlement of the long standing Austrian prob- 
lem is a bulwark to peace whoever works it out. 

After the Hitler Anschluss, the Nazis took 
over sizable sections of the Austrian economy— 
factories, mines, Danube barges and so on. At 
the war’s end the Russians insisted on regarding 
these as German property and therefore legiti- 
mate booty. After a decade, many Austrians had 
bitterly resigned themselves to i thought that 
this loss was permanent. 

Only the naive would leap to the conclusion that 
things are different in the Kremlin now. Actually, 
this Austrian business probably signifies only a 
change of tactics, not of strategy. Since a tough 
policy failed the Russians in Central Europe, 
they may be shifting to a more friendly one—in 
spite of the matter of the Berlin truck fees. Only 
a few weeks ago there were hints from Moscow 
about returning Polish-held territory to the Ger- 
mans. But this policy just like the old one will be 
directed against Western influence in the conti- 
nent’s heartland. 

If an Austrian settlement is only the first in- 
dication of a “new” Kremlin policy, Western 
diplomats will have to use all their intelligence 


_and imagination. With due caution, they will 


have to accept what fits into their own objec- 
tives. At the same time they will have to pre- 

‘hve Western prestige and predominance. 

I fect, they face a new problem. They are 
reminded again of the fundamental proposition 
that many problems are never solved; they are 
just displaced by problems of a different nature. 
It has never been a secret that the Russians 
held some strong cards in Europe, so it should 
be no surprise if they begin to play them. In- 
deed this should have been anticipated. 

Even without the slightest change in Russia’s 
fundamental objectives, however, there should 
be a net gain..A diplomacy of courtship instead 
of threats is a notable contribution to peace.

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Two Ways to Get Needed Engineers 

There have been repeated warnings in recent 
months that the United States is falling farther 
behind Soviet Russia in the graduation of youths 
from colleges of engineering. Yet. the national 
security rests largely on scientific manpower in 
this age of electronics and atomic power. 

Figutes for June graduation indicate that the 
engineering schools will produce about 27,000 
engineers. Soviet Russia is expected to do as it 
did’ last year—add at least two and a half times 
as many engineers to its ranks. Already Russia 
has 400,000 engineers, it.is estimated, while the 
United States has 500,000. That is why the Com- 
mittee on Manpower Resources* for National 
Security has‘ywarned: “The margin of skilled 
manpower for expanded war production is ex- 
tremely narrow in the light of modern require- 
ments.” 

University and college heads have pointed out 
that many hundreds of high school graduates 
apply to enter engineering schools only to be 
rejected as unqualified. One reason is because 
of a national shortage of good science teachers 


in high schools, from which many able instruc- . 


tors have been diverted by better paying jobs in 
industry. The only answer to this is to make it 
attractive for teachers to stay in classroom and 
laboratory. 


Another wey to gain scientists and engineers

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First, Reciprocal Trade 
In ordinary circumstances, supporters of low- 
ered world trade barriers could hail with en- 
thusiasm President Eisenhower's message to Con- 
gress asking authority for the United \States to

Co-operation. 

Instead the mes#hge @rouses forebodings. It 
may prove to be.# weapon against, rather than 
for, the basic reciprocal ‘trade legislation on 
which the natigh’s Whole‘ tariff policy depends. 

A month ago, ‘when Secretary Dulles was 
called before the Senate Finance Committee to 
testify on the reciprocal trade legislation, he con- 
fused the issues by prematurely raising the ques- 


’ tion of the new trade organization, which would 


administer the revised General Agreement on 
Tariffs and Trade. 

As Raymond P. Brandt, Chief Washington 
Correspondent of the Post-Dispatch, reported at 
the time,,this testimony, as well as its timing, 
was a major blunder. Mr. Dulles gave contradic- 


. tory answers about OTC and GATT, and finally 
had to acknowledge that he was not too familiar 


with the details. 

His testimony was so unsatisfactory that it up- 
set the timetable for the reciprocal trade legisla- 
tion. Senator. Byrd informed him that the 
Financé Committee would sit on the bill until it 


~ got complete information on OTC and GATT. 


Speaking as a friend of the bill, the Virginia 
Democrat said: “I think you had better realize 
the difficulties facing this Administration on 
this legislation.” 

It was about that time that President Eisen- 
hower, asked whether. he intended to take an 
active part in saving his foreign trade program, 
said that he would “use every bit of influence 
that I can properly and appropriately bring to 
bear to have it passed.” But Washington reports 
say there are still no signs of active Administra- 
tion efforts to put the bill through—nothing like 
the effort expended, for example, to beat the 
Democrats’ tax cut bill. 

Unless the reciprocal trade act is passed with- 
out crippling amendments, it will not do much 
good for Congress to authorize participation in 
OTC. In order to achieve what he has staked 
out for his Administration in the expansion of 
trade and the reduction of tariffs and other 
barriers to commerce, the President needs to 
put somebody hard at work for the reciprocal 
trade bill. 
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How to Discourage Freedom 

The people of Illinois can be glad that the 
House Military Affairs Committee.at Springfield 
failed this week to take action, as scheduled, on 
the so-called Broyles bills. These bills (Senate 
58 and 59) are the hardy perennials designed 
to put the State of Illinois into the business of 
outlawing the Communist party, requiring gen- 
eral loyalty oaths and otherwise seeking to com- 
pel patriotism by statute. In the 1951 and 1953 
sessions, Democratic Gov. Stevenson and Re- 
publican Gov. Stratton, respectively, vetoed 
earlier versions. 

If the Illinois House committee has cooled on 
the idea of ramming the Broyles bills through, 
its members have geod reason. The Chicago Bar 
Association, whose members obviously are not 
a bunch of subversives, has taken a strong stand 
agairist the bills. The association says they are 


of “doubtful constitutionality” and a “serious 


threat” to civil rights of citizens. 


The University of Illinois Senate—faculty gov- 


erning body—has taken an even stronger stand. 
This group of eminent educators says that the 
Broyles bills, if they become law, “will tend to 
encourage unfounded accusations by irresponsi- 
ble informers and hence discourage full freedom 
of expression and research in ‘controversial 
areas.” 

The educators at Urbana make it even plainer 
than that. They also say: 


Senate bill 59 raises doubts whether 
standard courses in political, economic, philo- 
sophical or social theory where the doctrines 
and teaching of Communism are explored 
can be continued in the universities and col- 
leges of the state without bringing accusa- 
tions of subversion against loyal and dedi- 
cated teachers. 

It ought not to take any more than these ap- 
peals to reason of the University of Illinois Sen- 
ate and the Chicago Bar Association to bury the 
Broyles bills in the House committee. 
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One Good Turn for Another 
One of the many reasons which Gov. Fred Hall 
of Kansas cited for vetoing a “right-to-work” 
bill was “the efforts of the proponents to turn 
the farmers of Kansas against labor in Kansas.” 
This is not going to work in Missouri. It is not 
going to work because the Missouri Farmers’ 
Association has now sided with organized labor 
agairist a right-to-work bill before the Legisla- 
ture. Few union spokesmen were more emphatic 
in speaking against this measure to outlaw the 
union shop than the M.F.A. counsel, A.D. Sap- 
pington, who said: 
Union security is the backbone of the 


whole labor movement in this nation and 
this proposal strikes at that security. 


The Jefferson ‘City dispatch rightly termed 
the M.F.A.’s action “unprecedented.” Indeed it 
is remarkable to find powerful organizations of 
farmers and labor on.one side of this issue, 
ranged against the Missouri State Chamber of 
Commerce whichis sponsoring the so-called 
“right-to-work” proposal. 

Yet the M.F.A.’s stand here is no more un- 
usual than current national efforts to get labor 
and .farmers to co-operate. Recently Walter 
Reuther, head of the C.I.O., testified before a 
House committee in Washington in behalf of 
higher farm price supports. It was the first time 
« national labor leader had appeared before that 
committee to back a farm bill. 

Mr. Reuther obviously is wooing the farm 
bloc in the eternal Washington arena of pres- 
sure groups. Farmers and labor, despite mutual 
interests, have seldom achieved a working politi- 
cal alliance. But between falling farm prices and 
legislative attacks on labor, the forecast seems 
to call for increasing compatibility.

Two Views of ‘Bargaining’ in Court 


Public Opinion 


Circuit Attorney denies “bargaining” is involved when ptosecu- 
tor recommends sentence to the judge; system helps relieve 
crowded dockets, he states; lawyer objects to procedure; urges 
judge not jury fix punishment aided by bigger probation staff. 


Letters to the Editor of the Post-Dispatch 


Reference is made to your editorial 
commenting on the Circuit Attorney’s 
office resuming a practice of recom- 
mending to the Circuit Judges the sen- 
tence of defendants pleading guilty. 

Your editorial was in many respects 
a well-balanced analysis of the situa- 
tion, particularly where you point out 
that where the prosecutor refused to 
make a recommendation, the defense 
lawyer was happy to make one, and the 
temptation was to base the sentence 
on the recommendation which was 
made. Bargains were obtained when 
the prosecutor remained silent. This 
office had the extremely unfortunate 
experience in a particular courtroom of 
having the defense’s recommendations 
followed entirely. 

However, where I strongly differ 
with your editorial is where you sug- 
gest that because the Circuit Attorney’s 
office makes a recommendation, this 
constitutes “bargaining.” I believe you 
do not understand the procedure fol- 
lowed. It works this way: 

The Circuit Attorney’s office exam- 
ines its evidence in detail, the aggravat- 
ing and mitigating circumstances, and 
the criminal record or lack thereof of 
the defendant, and then reaches a rec- 
ommendation based on that evidence. 


Sentences Severe and Uniform 


There are no conferences with the 
defendant and his lawyer in which 
some maximum figure for sentences 
is used as a bargaining point as was 
the practice some years ago. On the 
contrary, the Circuit Attorney’s original 
recommendation is also our last rec- 
ommendation and there is no reduction 
offered for the purpose of obtaining a 
plea of guilty. When the court rejects 
the prosecutor’s recommendation and 
reduces the sentence, that is the only 
time the Circuit Attorney’s recom- 
mendation is changed. 

You will find sentences as recom- 
mended by the Circuit Attorney are 
more uniform, giving everyone the same 
treatment, and the sentences are gener- 
ally more severe than those imposed 
without a recommendation. 

Thus, it is hard for me to understand 
a sentence being a bargain just because 
the prosecutor makes a recommenda- 
tion. Our annual report for the last 
two years will -reflect that less than 
7 per cent of our cases were reduced, 
and those only in cases of first offend- 
ers where the crime was not vicious. 

In your editorial you point out the 
procedure followed in some other states 
and in the federal courts. There are 
recommendations made by prosecutors 
in some of the other states, and it is a 
practice followed through Missourt. 


2500 Felony Cases in 1954 


You may not use the federal courts 
as a basis for comparison. The federal 
courts handle less than 10 per cent of 
the number of criminal cases in the 
Circuit Court. The federal court has 
no jurisdiction over murder, armed 
robbery, the various sexual offenses, 
burglary and larceny and many other 
vicious types of felonies. - 

Another distinction is that in federal 
court, when a man is convicted by a 
jury, the court sets the sentence. In 
the state courts the jury sets the sen- 
tence and therefore a defendant can 
always take his case to a jury for the 

urpose of sentencing. 

We handled 2500 felony cases to a 
conclusion in 1954. If these cases were 
all tried by juries it would not only 
require the entire bench of Circuit 
Judges, ouneins down the civil divisions, 
but ‘even-these wouldn’t be sufficient.

Your editorial deprecating the return 
of the bargaining system by the Circuit 
Attorney is fully justified. 

The deplorable condition whereby one 
charged with a felony in our state 
courts may barter with the Circuit At- 
torney and the judge to determine what 
his sentence will be on a plea ef guilty 
has been specifically condemned by the 
Bar Association of St. Louis. It of- 
fends all sense of propriety in the ad- 
ministration of criminal justice. 

Yet there are two factors worthy of 
consideration in any criticism of the 
offensive practice. One is that the 
state courts are not provided with a 
competent or adequate staff to make 
pre-sentence investigations of the per- 
sons who come to the court for sentence. 

The judge knows very little of the 
defendant, and he has no way of ob- 
taining adequate information so impor- 
tant in fixing a sentence or the deter- 
mination of whether probation should 
be granted or sentence deferred. 


Duties of the Missouri Jury 


In the federal courts an excellent 
staff is provided and pre-sentence re- 
ports fully disclose to the judge all of 
the factors which enable the court to 
arrive at a sensible judgment. 

The other factor which must be 
weighed is the failure in Missouri crim- 
inal procedure to require the jury in 
all criminal trials to pass upon one issue 
only; that is, the guilt or innocence of 
the defendant. 

_ As most of your readers are aware, in 
a criminal trial in Missouri the jury not 
only determines the issue of guilt or 
non-guilt, but in the event a verdict of 
guilty is found the jury is then charged 
with the responsibility of fixing the 
punishment. 

The jurors have no competence to 
weigh all of the important factors in 
determining what the proper sentence 
should be and in almost all cases they 
do not even have the information which 
ought to be considered in this important 
function. 


Way to Halt Present System 


Previous convictions, prior conduct, 
social behavior and attitudes of the de- 
fendant are unknown to the jury. Faced 
with this situation, the defendant is 
given the leverage of taking his chance 
with the verdict of the uninformed 
jury, unless he can come to a satisfac- 
tory arrangement with the Circuit At- 
torney and the judge. - 

If the judge had the sole power to 
fix the punishment in all cases of guilt 
as he does in the federal court, the bar- 
gaining system could not prevail. 

There is no real excuse for Missouri 
to continue the disgraceful failure to 
provide an adequate probation office, 


and there are many lawyers who believe © 


that the Supreme Court of Missouri 
could by Rule of Court provide that 
upon conviction of a defendant in a 
criminal case the judge and not the 
jury would fix the punishment.

Middle-Aged Revolt 
THE MONOGAMIST, by Thomas Gallagher. (Ren- 

dom House, 248 pgs., 43.50.) 

The story of the revolt of the middle- 
aged male has been set down many 
times before but seldem as graphically 
as Thomas Gallagher describes the way 
it crept up on Jobn Wisher. After 25 
years of being a faultless husband to his 
wife Maggie and a good father to the 
_three children now grown, Wisher be- 
“gins to crave the self-realization 6f fresh 
experience béyond the engrained habits 
of work and marriage. He is 52 years 
old and the manager-owner of a 300-car- 
garage in New York City, a tangible re- 
ward that years of hard work from the 
time he arrived in the city as an Irish 
immigrant lad, had earned for him. But 
Maggie has grown 
old and =e slightly 
deaf, the eldest son 
and daughter no 
longer live at home, 
and the garage busi- 
ness requires little 
attention when 
Wisher meets and 
falls in love with 
Mercedes Cost, a 
pert young student 
at the Juilliard 
School of Music. 

Wisher’s naive 
wooing of Mercedes 
is a study in neces- 
Sary tragedy  be- 
cause, though Wisher is a sensualist, he 
is also a puritan lacking practice in 
infidelity. She is aware of his frantic 
needs and is willing to meet them in 
return for the warm adoration that 
Maggie has lived without for years. The 
torments of his romantic imagination 
conflicting with the highly-developed 
moral sense of his Catholic background 
distinguish this as one of the most real- 
istic pictures of a raw emotional drive 
running away that has been seen in 
modern fiction. 

His soundly-integrated character for- 
bids that he lapse into a double-life, and 
the irrepressible attraction he feels for 
the young girl can’t be reconciled with 
the quiet emotional gratitude he re- 
tains for his wife. He has to struggle 
to cheat and is surprised and dismayed 
to find it revives his interest in Maggie. 

It is a dilemma that destroys John 
Wisher in the end, but not before the 
author has skillfully dealt with each 
of the maddening tensions that come to 
bear in his hopeless situation. Wisher, 
“like most people, had the ability to 
know the truth while acting in accord- 
ance with his own distortion of it.” 

Unlike Willy Loman’s:'son, Biff, in 
“Death of a Salesman,” John Wisher’s 
son, Mike, takes a fascinated, worldly 
view of what is happening to his father, 
and is aroused to emulation. As for 
Mercedes, her affair with the older 
man brings out a fineness in her, that 
she hadn’t realized she had. Maggie is 
left to become a stoic, martyred widow. 

Thomas Gallagher has an eye for 
the crucial detail and writes with plerc- 
ing insight into the commonplace stuff 
of life that is usually overlooked. “The 
Monogamist” is a clean, uncluttered 
novel written in.taut, sparse prose. It 
conveys an overpowering mood of doom 
because Mr. Gallagher’s precise choice 
of the single word is always correct.

But I do not think this worry 
explains the mood of foreboding 
in Mr. Dulles’s utterances since 
he came back.

END SEERECATON 


Arguments End—3 Plans 
Advanced for Halt to 
Separate Schools for 
2 Races. 


WASHINGTON, Apri} 15 (AP) 
-—- The Supreme Court’s nine 
Justices began considering today 
the complexities: of putting into 


precise words orders to end 
segregation of whites and Ne- 
groes in public schools. - 

Four days of cunflicting argu- 
ments over what the Court 
should do ended yesterday with- 
out any indication that the Jus- 
tices had settled on what they 
should sayin the Court’s de- 
crees. 


“The naked question,” as Jus- 
tice Hugo Black phrased it, was 
settled last May 17. On that day 
the Court struck down its 1896 
“separate but equal doctrine,” 
and said segregation in the 
schools is unconstitutional. 

But the Court, saying “the 
formulation of decrees in these 
cases presents problems of con- 
siderable complexity,” called for 
legal arguments on how and 
when to put the historic decision 
into effect. 

Important questions, as well 
as legal technicalities, still must 
be decided. Presumably the an- 
swers will be forthcoming before 
the Court recesses for the sum- 
mer in June. 

Issue of Cut-Off Date. 

One of the toughest is whether 
the Court itself should fix a 
cut-off date for ending segre- 
gation. Three different view- 
points were presented in the 
arguments. 

The Eisenhower Administra- 
tion, represented by Solicitor 
General Simon E. Sobé®loff, ar- 
gued against a firm deadline, 
_ saying the matter should be left 

largely to United States district 

courts. But Sobeloff urged the 
Supreme Court “to suggest mo- 
tion, to encourage motion” with 
a view toward ending segrega- 
tion as soon as feasible. His 
argument added up to: Avoid a 
fixed, inflexible deadline; avoid 
also interminable delay. 

Thurgood Marshall, chief coun- 
sel for Negro parents involved 
in the cases, urged a fixed date. 
He said it should be next Sep- 
tember, with September 1956 as 
an outside deadline. 

Southern tes argued for no 
deadline at all. They said de- 
tails should be left to the states 
and their school boards. 

Marshall called this a demand 
for “local option” on constitu- 
tional rights due Negro children. 

He said that the Negroes were 
not “bargaining” on their con- 
stitutional right and said he did 
not believe the court ever be- 
fore had been asked to postpone 
constitutiona] protection “unless 
it~has been where Negroe$ are 
involved.” 

Rejects Plea for Delay. 

The Negroes, he continued, 
are being asked to forego their 
constitutional privileges to save 
the feelings of the very persons 
who have withheld them. He 
rejected this situation with the 
assertion that he would not rec- 
ognize “waiting for them to} 
ehange their attitudes” as a valid 
reason for delay in integration. 

Sobeloff argued against the 


judges. But, he said, they should 
be given specific instructions 
and no “open end orders” which 
would permit them to take no 
action. 

Sobeloff argued for directions 


to the lower courts to call for} 35; ™ 


integration plans within 90 days. 
These judges, however, would 
be permitted under his plan to 
grant more time if they felt 
real efforts were being made to 
work out integration. 

The district judge, rather than 
the Supreme Court, should fix 
a deadline in each particular 
case, taking into account the 
varying difficulties involved, So- 
beloff said.

The Scientific Names 
_ | Help Pinpoint Nature 


By Leonard Hall 


: HERE is no doubt that you can secure a certain 
R amount of enjoyment from observing Nature with- 
out knowing very much about her. But it is also 
true that this enjoyment increases in direct propor- 
tion to knowledge— 
or at least, under- 
standing. This is 
doubly true in April 
when, to cite an ex- 
ample or two, there 
are some 250 species 
of birds to be dis- 
covered in the Mis- 
souri countryside 
and an even larger 
number of blooming 
trees, shrubs and 
flowers. It is all very 
well to go out and 
look at these and to 
secure a certain = 
amount of esthetic 
enjoyment from 
them. But as one 
very distinguished 
biologist put it, there 
isn’t much use in 
making observations 
about the plants, birds and animals unless we have 
some idea what they are. 
The easiest thing is to say to ourselves that all 
.— these things have common or vernacular names and 
that, if we learn these, we have done everything that 
can be expected of us. People who live in close asso- 
ciation with the outdoors—woodsmen and farmers, for 
example—have names for most common living things 
and why aren’t these names good enough for the rest 
= of us? 
“ee The trouble is that common names in Nature be- 
~# come exhausted almost immediately and we are aston- 
ished to find how few living things the farmer and 
outdoorsmen can really identify. They work fairly 
well with the larger mammals such as deer, fox and 
raccoon. But how about the rodents which run into 
hundreds? We encounter the same difficulty 
4 with flowers, trees and shrubs; and by the time we

panther has alot of relatives. It is one species in the 
. family of cats (Felidae), in the order of flesh eaters

This same thing applies to the world of plants, 
_ except that here the colloquial names very soon be- 
come confusing. It is easy enough to talk about an 
oak tree; but here in Missouri there are 20 species 
and seven sub-species of oaks, several of which are 
even called by the same common name.

FIELD GUIDES TO THE WILDFLOWERS are 
somewhat more complicated and less satisfactory to 
“use than those which help the amateur birder, largely 
because there are so many flowers and also because 
these vary in different parts of the country. 
There are four main divisions of flowering plants. 
First are those with woody stems which include all 
the trees and shrubs. Second are herbaceous plants 
with leaves in which the veins run lengthwise and 
parallel and with flower-parts numbered in threes 
and sixes; these being called Monocots. Third are 
herbaceous plants with leaves in which the veins 
branch to form a network and with flower-parts very 
often numbered in fives or occasionally fours or sixes; 
these being the Dicots. Finally is a small group with 
no green color and no noticeable leaves; Indian pipe 
and Cancer root are the most common of this group. 
If you start out with this knowledge and then can 
identify petals, stamens, carpels or ovaries, and sepals 
—you are on your way to learning how to identify 
° wildflowers.

; WHEN IT COMES TO FIELD GUIDES, it isn’t 
. too easy to make a recommendation. Perhaps the most 
*eomplete for our area is Steyermark’s “Spring Flora 

of Missouri,” which contains all the plants that bloom 
‘up to the end of June. 

The University of Missouri has a guide to “The 
Wildflowers of Missouri” written by Theresa Ricketts 
and illustrated with black and white photographs, 
most of them good. Here the flowers are listed by 
blooming season, rather than in botanical order. Bill

Removing Radiators. 


HE best way to paint or 

paper a wall in back of a ra- 

diator or to refinish the sec- 
tion of floor under the radiator 
is to get the radiator out of the 
way. The best way to do this 
is to disconnect the radiator and 
then ‘move it. 

The best time to diS8connect a 
radiator is when the boiler is 
off and you won't be needing 
heat for a few hours. If you

have a hot water system, draw 
enough water from the boiler 
to get the water out of the 
boiler. Now turn the radiator 
shut-off valve closed and un- 
loosen the coupling next to the 
radiator that connects it to the 
steam or. hot water pipe. 


For this job you'll need a 
pretty fair size monkey wrench 
—a Stilson wrench is not so 
good because it will scar the 
union nut. After this union 
has been disconnected, jar the 
radiator loose. Slip a piece of 
old rug or cloth under each leg 
and then slide the radiator out 
of the way. 


Connecting the radiator back 


into the system is quite simple. 
Move it back into position and 
use small wedges under the legs, 
if necessary, so that the union 
lines up perfectly with the pipe 
coming out of the floor. Run 
the nut up as tight as you can 
by hand and then give it a few 
turns with the wrench. 


* While you have the radiator 
out of the way it’s a good idea 
to flush it out to remove any 
sediment from the inside. This 
will prevent it giving off odors 
when the radiator is hot. If 
you plan to paint the radiator 
this is the time to do it because 
it’s never as easy to paint e ra- 
diator as when you can get at 
it from every side.

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Cool Prunes 
Covered for 
Better Flavor 
By Edith M. Barber 


PRUNE is a prune whatever 

its size. Size of course de- 

pends upon the prune-plum 
crop that sometimes provides 
more small fruit than large. 


While the latter are of course 
more meaty, you will find the 
prunes of small size more eco- 
nomical this year. We like them 
stewed for breakfast and we 
often use the pulp to flavor des- 
serts. This fruit is so naturally 
sweet that it needs little or no 
sugar. It is a good idea to soak 
the prune for about an hour in 
just enough water to cover them 
and then to simmer them in the 
same water in a covered _ 
until the fruit is soft. The 
tes naturally depend upon the 


If the cooked prunes are al- 
lowed to. remain covered while 
cooling, I have found by — 
ence that the liquid around them 
will become syrupy and this re- 
sults in a better flavor for the 
fruit as well as for the syrup. 
If necessary, sugar may be added 
after cooking has been comple- 
ted. This will dissolve in the 
hot liquid. 

Prunes are an asset nutrition- 
ally although they do not supply 
the ascorbic acid for which citrus 
fruits and tomato juice are val- 
ued. When they are used for 
breakfast it is a wise idea to 
plan to use tomato juice or 
oranges or grapefruit at- some 
other meal of the day. They 
may supply the second fruit 
that we like to have daily. 
Prunes will serve stewed as a 
luncheon dessert or the pulp may 
be the basis for a pudding. 

Stewed Prunes. 

Wash and soak dried prunes 
in just enough water to cover 
about one hour. Cover and sim- 
mer in same water about 30 min- 
utes, until fruit is soft. Add one 
or two slices of lemon, if de- 
sired. ‘Cool covered, to obtain 
thick syrup. 

Note: If sweet prunes are used, 
no extra sugar will be needed. 
If prunes are sour, sweeten to 
taste before removing from heat 
and stir until sugar is dissolved. 

Scandinavian Prune Juice. 

One-half pound prunes, three 
and one-half cups water, one 
one-inch stick cinnamon, three 
fourth cup sugar, one-eighth tea- 
spoon salt, five tablespoons 
cornstarch, one tablespoon lemon 
juice. , 

Wash prunes, cover with three 
cups water, and let stand two 
hours. Cook in covered sauce- 
pan until soft, about 20 minutes. 
Drain, save juice and pit prunes. 
Return fruit and juice to sauce- 
pan, and add cinnamon. Com- 
bine sugar, salt and cornstarch. 
Mix with remaining cold water 
and add to fruit. Cook over low 
heat for five minutes, stirring 
constantly until mixture thick- 
ens. Remove cinnamon, add 
lemon juice, pour in mold, and 
chill. Serve with whipped 
cream. Yield: Six servings.

The story itself, written by Dr. Marshall's widow, 
Catherine, and adapted to the screen by Eleanore Griffin, 
is a simple and tender one, which sometimes has to strain 
a bit for dramatic effects, as so often biographies do. But 
its sentimentality never gets out of hand. Well photo- 
graphed in CinemaScope and De Luxe color, it traces 
Peter Marshall's career from the time in his native High- 


~ lands when tripping over a tree root saves him from falling

We are lucky indeed 
as an antidote to have Mr. Berlin’s songs, * including “Count 
Your Blessings Instead of Sheep” and “Sisters,” which have 
come and gone on the hit parade since the film was made, 
and entertainers like Bing and Danny. Mr. Crosby is his 
old relaxed, charming and vocally ebullient self, while. Mr. 
Kaye is-as adroit as ever, particularly in a satire on the 
craze for grim ballet in musical comedy. Vera-Ellen is 
cute and pert and an extgemely fetching, dancer, but I 
think she is overdoing the slenderness. Miss Clooney is 
clever with her in the “Sisters” number, but I can’t see 
that she has the vitality, looks, personality or voice for a 
motion picture musical star.

POLIO IS NOT a disease that 
can be conquered in a few brief 
weeks, or even months. A vic- 
tim may have to spend years re- 
habdilitating himself to the point 
of even a moderately normal life. 
So, the National Foundation for 
Infantile Paralysis will have to 
go on raising money for present 
sufferers and for those cases 
that will, of course, occur among 
those who have not been im- 
munized or who have not re- 
sponded to immunization. 

In addition, a discovery, once 
made, nearly always leads scien- 
tists to perceive new steps that 
may be taken and that is why 
research has to go on. In the 
case of the National Foundation 
I think research must go on for 
some time to come.

Now Paris director of per- 
fumes for Elizabeth Arden, the 
count. dropped into town: this 
week to talk about such things 
as fragrances and flower mists 
and how women should blend 
perfumes with their personali- 
ties. He was a guest at Scruggs- 
Vandervoart-Barney. 


We gathered from our conver- 
sation with the count that he 
thinks American women are 
nice, smell nice, but would smell 
nicer if they would only. use 
more perfume. 

“Like French women,” he 
said, “American women want to 
be charming and they want ‘to 
develop their personalities.”

AND WHAT BETTER WAY 
to do so, infers the count, than 
via a perfyme bottle. 


“You must choose a fragrance 
to suit you as an individual,” he 
said. “You want it to blend 
with your whole being.” 


But, he added, American 
women dont use perfume as 
lavishly or as consistently as 
they should, in order to be 
charming: even on an outdoor 
picnic.

Nine Day 
Dieters 


By Josephine Lowman 


AM giving the question box 
| over this week to Nine Day 

Diet Reducers. 

Q. “Can I repeat this diet over 
and over again? I need to lose 
30 pounds.’ 

A. P Nine Day Diet was planned 
for the woman who has only 
from five to 10 pounds to lose. 
It is high in health essentials— 
proteins and minerals and vita- 
mins. . However, if you have 
many pounds to lose, you should 
stay on Nine Day for a flying 
start, and then use it as a pat- 
tern for future reducing, when 
you will count your calories far 
a daily intake of from 1200 to 
1400. 


If you have many pounds to 
lose you would make a mistake 
to try to lose them too rapidly. 
Flabbiness might result, and on 
a long term reducing period you 
should have some fats and 200 
or 300 calories more each day. 
Many women experience flabbi- 
ness because they lose a great 
many pounds too rapidly, and 
also because they do not heed 
the essentials of good nutrition.

Q. “I cannot eat raw vege- 
tables or fruits or any roughage 
because of colitis, How can I 
follow your diet?” 

A. You should not try to do 
so. With a special situation like 
yours you should follow the diet 
your doctor gives you. I am 
sure he will be glad to give you 
direction in losing weight and 
also in taking care of your spe- 
cial difficulty. Ask him about 
this. 

* * 

Q. “I know eggs are an im- 
portant part of any, diet—wheth- 
er it is just a diet for good nu- 
trition or a redcing diet, but I 
hate eggs at breakfast. In fact, 
I do not like them at any time, 
but I simply cannot eat them the 
first thing in the morning.” 

A. Eggs are an important part 
of any well-balanced diet be-- 
cause they give you so much 
health value for so few calories, 
Have you tried them scrambled 
in a double boiler—with a little 
skim milk added? Then you can 
also add a spot of butter and salt 
and pepper. Another easy way 
to eat eggs is to make a salad 
out of a hard boiled egg by 
adding a tomato and lettuce— 
and a teaspoon of mayonnaise on 
the egg. I often do this.
